The two trai '.s, commonly call¬ 
ed “locals” will run right 
through between Winnipeg and 
Edmonton, possibly from Toronto 
to Prince Rupert. Their timing 
will be approximately :- 

No. 3. (West.bo u nd) 

Leave Winnipeg .... 2.30p.m. 
Ar rive Saskatoon .... 7.20 a.m. 
At Chauvin about 2 p.m. 

Arrive Edmonton .... 8.25 p.m. 

No. 4 (E'astbound) 

Leave Edmonton .... 8.50 a.m. 

At Chauvin about 3.15 p.lm. 
Arrive Saskatoon .... 9.30 p.m. 
Arrive Winnipeg .... 3.50 p.m. 

These trains will carry the mail, 
and the postal service will be 
changed in accordance with the 
above. 

No official announcement is 
yet made regarding trains No. 1 
and No. 2. These run direct be¬ 
tween Montreal and Vancouver.

EXPORT TO BRITAIN 

GAINS 50 PER CENT 


An increase of approximately 
fifty per cent, has taken place in 
the live cattle exports to the 
United Kingdom in 1925, as com¬ 
pared with the early months of 
the preceding y'ear. Up to March 
19, the exports of cattle in 1925 
were 14,662 head; in 1924, 10,531 
head; and in 1923, 9,511 head. 
At the rate of twenty dollars per 
head, this show's a revenue to the 
shipping companies of $298,240 
for the present year.

FIELD PEAS AS 

A PRAIRIE CROP 

(Experimental Farm Note) 


Field peas are a sure crop, and 
well adapted to western climatic 
conditions. They can be grown 
, profitably as a supplementary 
crop to other grains, and are 
gradually finding a place on the 
prairie farms. To obtain best re¬ 
sults from the growing of field 
peas, it is of paramount import¬ 
ance to have an early variety and 
well-prepared, clean lands—sum¬ 
mer-fallow preferred. 


Field peas have been grown 
successfully in test and field lots 
at the Indian Head Experimental 
Farm since 1890. Like all other 
crops, however, the "yield per acre 
depended on seasontl conditions 
and previous preparation of the 
soil. Under favourable condi¬ 
tions, as high as 49 bushels per 
acre have been harvested, while 
the average yield for the past 
five years is slightly higher than 
30 bushels per acre. 

Varieties reecommended are 
MacKav, Chancellor and Golden 
Vine 

For conditions prevailing in 
the Indian Head district, field, 
peas can be grown most’ success¬ 
fully when sown alonoat the rate 
of 2 bushels bo the acre. 'Sow as 
early in the spring as possible. 
However, field peas can be grow- 
in conjunction with other grains, 



preferably with oats. When sown 
with oats they can be used as a 
pasture or hay, which is relished 
by all classes of livestock. Field 
peas and oats make splendid si¬ 
lage for the winter feeding of cat¬ 
tle. On the other hand, the ci'op 
may be ripened and handled as a 
grain crop. The mixed pea and 
oat straw provides good fodder 
for cattle especially when chopp- 
the pea straw, alone, is valuable 
ed and fed with ensilage, while 
for sheep feeding. 

Aside from their feeding value 
as a grain and forage crop, field 
peas, ploughed down when in 
bloom may be used as green man¬ 
ure, and are especially valuable in 

renovating worn-out soils.

Field peas are a valuable farm 
crop, and from their many and 
varied uses, a limited area should 
be grown on almost every prairie 
farm.

BERKSHIRES vs YORKSHIRES 

(Experimental Farm Note) 

Some breeders believe that 
there is a wide difference in tth.e 
quantity of feed required for the 
above mentioned breeds of swine. 
After carefully studying a 
mass of experimental data from 
different Experimental Farms it 
is evident that the difference in 
quantity of food for the growing 
pigs nf those breeds is very clight 
' The Yorkshire is more tender 
in the skin but is universally re¬ 
cognised as the outstanding bac¬ 
on type breed. A test made at the 
Central Experimental Farm in 
1:920 showed the profits over feed 
costs to be greater in case of the 
Yorkshires than the Berkshires. 
At Scott the feeding experiments 
with growing pigs would indi¬ 
cate that there is practically no 
difference in the feed require- 
of the two breeds mentioned. 

There is probably as much dif¬ 
ference in strains and individual¬ 
ity within a brood of swine as 
there is between different breeds. 
This is true with any kind of 
livestock.

The habit, is not peculiar to Chauvin village, 
it is found elsewhere, hut for all that it indicates a most undesirable 
attitude of mind, and one which retards in a very serious manner 
all effort for the betterment of the community. 

It is a poor encouragement for a good preacher to: determine 
to make this field his sphere of labor, if he finds he is surrounded 
by a hunch of men who so strongly indicate their disinclination to 
assume their proper sh|are -of the necessary work of the church. He 
may well ask himself what is the hope of successful labour in this 
field; and he may easily entertain some doubt whether or not he is 
regarded as the man desired to minister to the church in spiritual 
things. , 

There is no shadow of doubt that the Chauvin field is highly 
desirous of Rev. MicSween making this his sphere of pastoral and 
ministerial work. Each section of this mission field has signified 
its wishes in this respect, the vilage no les than the rural 
congregations.

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THE TREATMENT OF 

GRAIN FOR SMUT 


(Experimental Farms Noe) 


Smut diseases of grain are of 
considerable economic! importance 
and every farmer should know 
how to combat them for the sake 
of his own crops as well as for 
those of his neighbors The treat¬ 
ments which have been devised 
are comparatively simple and 
should find a place in the rout¬ 
ine of every farm. The follow¬ 
ing gives the names of smut and 
the treatments for same. 

WHEAT: Stinking Smut or 

Bunt: Thorough fanning of the 
seed grain will remove most‘of the 
smut balls. This should he fol¬ 
lowed by the formalin dip or 
sprinkle, which give perfect con¬ 
trol. Copper carbonate dust is 
giving good results and is easier 
in application, but it has mot been 
tested sufficiently to warrant 
general reccommendation. 

Loose Smut: This disease can¬ 
not be controlled by seed disin¬ 
fection because the fungus spores 
are not carried on the surface of 
the seed, infection being produc¬ 
ed by a small part of the fungus 
carried within the grain. Hot 
water treatment is the only 
means of control. 


FORMALINE DIP 


Fill bags half full of grain. 
Add one pint of formalin (40 per 
cent formaldehyde) to 40 gallons 
of water, immerse bags in the so¬ 
lution for ten minutes, moving 
them up and down so as to drive 
out air bubles. Remove the bags 
and allow to drain and then 
spread out the grain to dry. Be 
sure not to replace the grain in 
the bags used for the seed before 
treatment, but either new hags or 
ones that have been soaked in 
the solution and t.h[en dried. The 
solution does not lose strength 
by use.
